UVIETLY snd discreetly 
Government this week. 
“announced relaxution of 
controls'-over the importa- 
tion of coal. Certainly}. it is 
not a subject of burning 
‘public controversy — like 
rother commodities such as 
rice, for example—and the 
‘new policy as applied . to 
coal does not deserve bold 
headlines. There wre con- 
‘siderations, however. 

Originally, there were sugges- 
tions that coal—like rice— 
was to be turned: over by 
Government to 9° small 
group of substantial, well 
known importers whose re- 
putation in that particular). 
trade had been firmly 
established in past years. 

_ Now it appears from Gov- 
ernment’s announcement 
that coal importation iy to 
be thrown: open’ to any 
merchant, And ‘there is no 
longer ‘need to maintain re- 
serve stocks, 

Y this ‘action Government 

appears to establish” a 
Rew precedent—and there- 
in lies the interest. Allowing 
for the difference both in 
the netual commodities and 
their relative importance to 
the community, it is per- 
tinent to ask whether this 
same policy, is now to be 
applied to rice. Or, to put 
it ‘another way, has Govyern- 

«Ment re-examined, import 

“policies for. reserved com= 
modities génerally and 
found the old aystem  un- 
suitable, inadequate and 
prejudicial to the commun- 
ity’s economic’ welfare? 

‘Rice, itcmay be recalled, was 
‘confined to a selected group 
of 29. importers, ‘The whole 
point of the criticism thi 
followed the announcement 
of that plan last year was 
‘that it wag wrong in prin- 
ciple to hand over the rice 
trade to a small privileged 
group of merchants because 

~ theoretically, the’ system 
was ‘open to abuse. At any 
rate, ib was a system ‘that 
was bound to keep ruling 
prices above those in any 
other part of Southeast 
Asia” 

Government's” attitude over ; 
rice suggested that it justi- 
fied the system of restricted 
licensing on the grounds 
that only.a few specialists 
knew ‘the intricacies and 
complexities df the trade and 
that it-was therefore better 
to. be confined to the few. 
Surely that argument can 
also be applied to‘coal, It 
cuts both ways. Similarly, 
if coal ‘can be "imported 

’ freely by any merchant who 
wants to engage in that: 
trade, then why cannot 
rice?

Because of this tragedy, and 
because of the explosions which 
followed, Alfred ‘sought a way 
of making nitroglycerine safe to 
handle, For months the. stocky, 
bearded little man_laboured over 
his test-tubes. Finally he did 
something which was to revolu- 
tionise the whole field of ex- 
plosives. He mixed the iquid 
nitroglycerine with a clay called 
ci€s¢iguhr. . This made it solid. 
In 1862 Alfred Nobel patented 
this eo lynamite, 

The Heleneborg . factory was 
rebuilt elsewhere, another was 
built in Germany and a third 
was built at Ardeer, in Scotland, 
and called the British Dynamite 
Co. They all made vast profils 
for the young chemist. 

Still Alfred continued his ex- 
periments and one day in 1875 


he cut his finegr in the labora-" 


tory. He patched it up with 
Collodion. and carried on his, ex- 
periments: with nitroglycerine.

Certainly Berlin-has made a 
sturdy attempt to, rebuild. 
its body.and perhaps its soul, 
bit it.is still a ‘mutilated 
city, a city partitioned into 
two rumps, a city that is.

We put up'at a brand new 
hotel, spotlessly clean, in
